| Our Andover predecessor tarted from 
Newbury and worked up the Merrimack. By 
1640 they had begun to settle at Haverhill on 
the left bank, and from the t bank had 
leaped to the first Andover around Lake Co 
chickawick. From those tandpoints 
they spied the Spicket Riveron the Merrimack 
left bank, and the Shawsheen River on the 
right. In 1708 the homes bordering the 
Shawsheen were numerous enough to form 
the South Parish of Andover, and the 
western part of Haverhill followed suit 
thirteen years later, with this difference that 
it was made into the separate town of 
Methuen, Everything advanced like the 
growth of a tree, with the Merrimack as the 
main stem, and the towns on each side as the 
shooting branches. The homes of men were

}supreme and golden fruit was the church. 
| Haverhill had long possessed its church, and 
Andover its North Parish church and from 
1711 its South Parish church, when Methuen 
}in the autumn of 1729 obtained a similar 
satisfaction. For several years the people 
| had had good practice in quarreling before 
, they succeeded in getting loose from Haver- 
| hill, and they had won the habit; and so, 
once by themselves, they quarreled as to 
| what part of the bough they should locate 
their church upon. Three years had been 
| spent in this wrangle before they finally set 
|tled upon Meeting-house Hill, which you | 
may find if you go out Lawrence Street in 
Lawrence for quite a distance and then turn 
east up a long hill 

To look upon, this latest piece of ecclesi 
j astical fruit was not impressive,—at least, 
we should not think so. It was a plain wooden 
box, 40 feet by 35. It was without bell or 
organ or fire. It had bare rafters, and rain 
| could drive in and snow sift in. There was on 
pew for the minister’s family; everybody else | 
sat on benches. Nevertheless to the ancestors | 
of those people whose present building | 
possesses Lafarge’s costly and lovely master- | 
piece in stained glass, it was a holy and 
| beautiful house. On the last Sunday in| 
October came their holy and beautiful day, 
when the local band of disciples formed them 
selves into a church of Christ, and their 
building acquired a soul 

The original members numbered 24, all of 
them men. These all came by letter, 
about a third of them from the Haverhill | 
church, I judge, a third from Andover | 
North Parish, and the last third from our 
own church. A month later a somewhat 
larger number of women united with the 
church, almost all of them by profession of 
their faith. I do not know the reason for this 
| order and difference among the sexes, for it 
| IS Certain that most of the women had been 
church members this. Generally 
| speaking, the women of that time in the 
frontier towns could not write, and perhaps 
these women were shy of publicly showing 
their lack of this accomplishment. Or it may 
have been that they regarded the covenant 
of the new church with more sensitive imag 
ination and more awe than the men felt, and | 
thought that it required a new self-dedica 
tion. Certainly in its literal terms it was, | 
| compared with our South Church covenant, a 
| sterner promise to reflect upon before taking 

At the previous Thursday meeting the | 
South Church—already a church of nearly 
200 members—had granted letters of dis 
mission to fourteen of their number,—eight 
| men and six women. These people lived, I 
suppose, where South Lawrence now is, or

jin North Lawrence. Eight of them were 
| ; 

}named Barker, a very common name in| 
early Andover history. At one time Barker 


farms lay all about Lake Cochickawick, and 
from there the tribe went out seeking new

only one black sheep among them, and he 
was not that exactly, but only a weak 
| witted sheep. This William Barker's few | 
brains went astray in the witchcraft excite- | 
ment towards 40 years before this and made 
considerable trouble by his false charges for 
some worthy people in North Andover 
Besides the Barkers, there were a couple of

As they started out for Methuen that | 
| bright October day, the South Church 
| delegation was headed by their pastor, 


Samuel Phillips, one of the best pieces of | 
good fortune that ever happened to this | 
| church. You may see a picture of him in the 
| reception room of Phillips Academy, painted 
however much later than 1729, at which time 
he was 39. The painting shows the face and 
form of one who had a good deal more | 
lability than most men, and knew it, He 
| knew the dignity of his office too, and he and 
| his wife have often been described as they 
left the ministry house (standing where Mr. | 
Jerome Cross’ house now stands) every 
Sunday morning, arm in arm, preceded by | 
their five children and their servants, till 
they reached this spot where the waiting 
|men lined up, while the erect and vigorous 
pastor passed between the rows and into the 
| meeting-house. At the same time he was a 
plain, homely and direct talker, and he was 
not above some plain economies. It is re- | 
| corded that in his household evening prayers 
jit was his custom to blow out the candles 
before he began, lighting them again when 
the worshipers rose from their knees. On this 
Sunday it is likely that he and his wife rode 
the same horse the four miles to the Merri- | 
mack, followed by a procession of horses 
bearing each a double burden.

Most of us 
familiar with its pleasant white building 
gleaming through the trees at the head of 
North Andover Common. Geographically, 
North Andover has grown away from it, and 
the present members—125—though forming 
a truly honorable body are fewer than the 
members of 200 years ago. The First Church 
in Methuen has also been ill-treated geo 
graphically, A prophet was not required to 
foresee that the growth of Methuen would be 
around the Spicket River; but the church 
lingered much too long upon its fine hill; and 
when it moved, it fixed upon another hill 
still a bit removed from the common life 
When you have traversed the rather mean 
length of North Broadway on the trolles 
and leave it, and walk up Pleasant Street, 
and come to the quiet little, tree-embowered 
square with the gray stone church in its 
centre, you may exclaim with pleasure. It 
seems as if you had stumbled upon a piece of 
England. But in England is not the best 
place for a Methuen church to be. For 75 
years the Methuen church has been growing | 
very slowly, and its members still number 
less than 300; but the character of its mem- | 
bership gives it weight and influence. Our 
own church is also held by its building aside 
from the trend of Andover’s growth in popu 
lation. Still it has managed to keep more in 
the stream of Andover’s life, and its present 
nominal membership is about 650 

These stories suggest three thoughts 

1. And the first is that a church may die 
Some of you have seen a human being die 
It was a harrowing experience. You had not 
realized that the life of one like yourself | 
could end here, and only cold clay be left. It | 
is also tragic—an upsetting of all that seems | 
right—to discover that a Christian Church 
may die. It certainly may. A church does not | 
bear a charmed life. The fault of its dissolu- | 
tion may not be its own, to be sure. The tides 
of population may recede, and leave it | 
stranded and forlorn. Or, on the other hand, | 
by some deep fault of its own it may prove | 
worthless to the community which it is set to 
serve 

2. Our second thought is that a church, in 
order to live abundantly, must adjust itself 
to the changing community. I: stands, no | 
doubt, for the unchangeable fact of fellow- | 
ship between God and man; but God asks 
His churches to ke responsive to human 
needs, and the needs of a factory community | 
may not be the same as those of a farming 
customs, |

From his first charge Dr. Bigelow went to 


the Eliot Church in Lowell for a pastorate | 


of eleven years. In Cohasset he had been 


}active in boys’ work, organizing the Co 


hasset Cadets. In Lowell he was quick to 
recognize the merits of the Boy Scout move 
ment, and as a pioneer scoutmaster he was 
influential in drawing up the constitution of 
the national organization. He was a leader in 
the effort to have Lowell's liquor laws 
obeyed, and liquor politicians found this man 
was not afraid of them. In 1912 he came to 
the South church as acting pastor. A year 
later he became full pastor, 
September, 1928. He came to a church of 475 
members, and left the membership 660. With 
his wife, he was the genial center of a quick

Dr. Bigelow was a man of much versatility, 
and he could have been successful in varied 
callings. He would have made a good business 
man or an excellent lawyer. Possessed of a 
keen, analytic mind, he liked the cut and 
thrust of argument, and he found as much 
pleasure in fashioning defences for what 
appeared the weaker side in debate as other 
men might find in golf. When in earnest, 
however, he was generally on the conserva 
tive side. This was so in his theology, and it 
was so in the social-economic questions which 
came to the front during his life as a minister 
The college teaching which as a boy he had 
received in political economy was faithful to 
the idea that the highest wisdom lies in “a 
free field and no favors”’; and such teaching 
was congenial to one who had a long line of 
self-reliant people behind him and who was 
himself well and vigorous, resourceful, and 
unafraid. All his instincts approved the 
religious thought and the economic competi 
tion in which America’s pioneers, her in- 
eager business 
men have alike been at home 

He will not be most deeply remembered in 
Andover, however, for these beliefs of his in 
regard to large matters. Rather, gratitude 
and affection will dwell upon his abounding 
energy, his stimulating buoyancy, his kind 
ness, his ingenuity in cheering the lives of the 
remembrance of the for 
gotten, his playfulness, and his quick ap 
preciativeness of others’ deeds. Needless to 
say, young people rallied to him. There are 
only twelve hours in each day, but a number

Dr, Bigelow was a man of few recreation

What Makes Prices? 


Stock market prices in Wall Street are 
determined by the same simple law that 
determined land prices in Florida. When 
there are more buyers than sellers prices go 
up, and when there are more sellers than 
buyers prices go down. The greater the per 
centage of fuer the more rapidly prices 
so up, and the greater the percentage of 
ellers the more rapidly prices go down 


Householders Need Not Pay 


for Un- 

ordered Goods 
Many residents ot Anaover have been 
greatly disturbed by the packages of un 


ordered merchandise sent to them with direc 
tions to return one dollar (or more) or mail 
back the goods sent 

] 


The practice complained of is one which 
has grown to such alarming proportions that 
Congress has before it a measure, known as 
the House of Representatives Bill No. 743, 
intended to give relief to those who have been 
pestered with unordered merchandise. It is 
hoped that this bill will be passed iu such a 
form that it will do away entirely with this 
unfair method of selling ; 

Certainly the buyer has a right to select 
that which he wishes to buy. Certainly he 
cannot determine whether to receive a 
package through the mail when the contents 
of that package are unknown to him till he 
does receive it. Even if the postman lays it on 
his step, or leaves it in his mail box, that 
constitutes delivery under the rulings of the 
post office department and the present laws 
might hold him liable if he used the goods ~ 


without paying, even though he did not 
order them. 
But for a practical method of stopping this 


abuse, he need not wait until this proposed 
law is in force. He need not go to the trouble 
of wrapping up the return, 
affixing stamps for that purpose, even though 
those stamps are sent him with the unordered 
goods—which they seldom are. The supply 
ing of a stamped addressed return package 
by the sender does not obligate the recipient 
of unordered merchandise to devote hi 
time and effort for its return 

Che National Better Business Bureau has 
secured legal opinions that so long as un 
ordered goods are not used by the recipient, 
he need neither return them nor pay them 
The most that can be asked, according to 
their advice, is that the recipient hold such 
unordered merchandise ready for return to a 
properly accredited representative of the 
sender when he calls. Further, only a reason- 
able length of time need be allowed, before 
the recipient might have a legitimate claim 
for storage on this unordered merchandise
